But how groundlefſs foever ſuch 
an Opinion may be, it may ſtill prevail, and the Ap- 
pearances we lament, may produce the Effects we 
dread. The Motives to that Concern, that have been 
expreſſed in this Houſe, and the loud Diſſatisfaction 
that has been expreſſed every where elſe, are in then. 
ſelves of great Importance, and ſuch as would de- 
ſerve, even if they ſtood alone, the ferious Confide- 
ration, and ſeaſunable Interpoſition of this Houſe. 
But we conteſs, that they appear to us ſtil] more 
important, when we conſider them relatively to 
Things of the ſame Nature, lefs apparent, indeed, 
but equally real, and more detrimentral, perhaps, it 
not more diſhonourable to this Nation. For, more 
d'\ſh>nourable they may be thought, if a continued 
Principle of Conduct, whereby the Intereſts of one 
Country are Carried on in Subordination to thoſe of 
another, conſtitute the true and mortifʒ ing Definition 
of a Province. We will not here call to Memory 
any former Meaſures of this Kind, nor recapitulate 
all the Inſtances that might be given, wherein the 
Blood and Treaſure of this Nation have been laviſhly 
employed, when no one Briz:fþ Intereſt, and (as we 
conceive) ſome foreign Intereſt alone was concerned. 
Some of theſe inſtances were touched in the 
moſt of them are well known; and all of them are 
at this Time, by the Courſe of Events, manifeſted to 
pablick View.

t. Becauſe this Addition to the Bill enacts the Con- 
tinuation of a Puniſhment, which, tho“ it may * 
prevailed at Times, in this and othet Countries, 
conceive it to be dirediy contrary to the firſt & Prin- 
ciples of natural Jaitice, it being an unconteſied Max- 
im, that the Innocent ought not to ſuffer for the fake 
of the Guilty, where, by the Nature of the Thing, it 
is poſſible to prevent it. 

2. Becauſe involving the Innocent in the Puniſh- 
ment of the Guilty, is wholly inconfiitene with that 
Spirit of Juſtice and Lenicy that diſtingvithes our Law; 
and wich fays, It is beiter, That ten guilty Perſons 
Huld eſcape, than thas one innocent nc bond ſuffer. 

3 Becauſe we conceive, That the poſtponing the 
Operation of that Clauſe, in Ac 7. of Queen dune, 
till the Deaths of the Pretenders two Sons, is con- 
trary to the plain Intention of that very AQ, which 
appears thruughoaut to have been an Ad of Lenity and 
Mitigation ; and to have been confined to the Life of 
the Pretender himſelf, or three Years after the Suc- 
cefſion of the preſent "Royal Family ſhould take Place, 
the Duratiou of thoſe cruel Penalties, of Forfeiture of 
the Eſtates, and Corruption of the Blood of lanocent 


— and obvious an 2 not to have — 
this Provifion, had it been thought either juſt oc 
neceflary. 

4. Becauſe we are far from being convinced, that the 
Tecror of theſe Penalties will fo often prevent Guilt, 
as the Execution of them will opprefs Innocence; 
and we do not conceive, that thoſe whom neither the 
innate Principle of Self-preſervation, nor the Horror 
inſeparable from Guilt can reſtrain, will be checked by 
tae tender Sentiments of parental Affection. 


5. Be- 
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J. Becauſe we conceive, that no preſent Danger 
whatever can be urged as an Argument for this 
Clauſe, whoſe Operation does nor commence till af- 
ter the Death of the Pretender, who is but now fifty- 
fix Years old; and we can fee no good Reaſon for 
anticipating a future and remote Danger (ſuppoſing 
that ſack a Danger could ever exiſt} in order to enad᷑ 
at preſent the longer Continuation of fo dreadful a 
Penal Law. 

6. Becauſe we conceive, That this Continvaticn 
is, in effe&, perpetuating this Severe Law, fince what- 
ever Reaſons can be urged for it during the Lives of 
the Pretender's two Sons, will hold equally ſtrong 
for continuing it as long as he or they ſhall have any 
Potterity ſabtifting. 

7. Becauſe we conceive, That as this Clauſe can 
have no immediate Operation, the enacting it at pre- 
fent may ſeem rather is be an Ivfinuation of prefent 
Dilaffection, than any Security againſt it; which la- 
ninuation, we apprehend, would be highly unjuſt and 
vabecoming, atter the unanimous Zeal and Loyalty, 
which the whole Nation has fo lately given Proofs 
of, for His Majeſty's Perſon and Government, and 
with which his Majeſty has fo lately from the Throne 
declared himfelf fatisfied. Theſe Reaſons have indu- 
ced us to tranſmit ro Pofterity our Diſſent to a Clauſe 
by which they may be fo ſeverely aff:Red: We re- 
fle& with Concern upon the heavy Burthen of Debts 
and Taxes with which we fear we ſhall leave them 
loaded; and we defire that they may know, that we 
endeavoured, at leaſt, to ſecure their Innocence from 
the Rigour of thoſe Laws to which it may here- 
atter be expoſed an facriticed.
